These and many other points of English grammar are explained in the book, and there are exercises 
on each point. 


Level 

The book is intended mainly for intermediate students (students who have already studied the basic 
grammar of English). It concentrates on those structures that intermediate students want to use, but 
that often cause difficulty. Some advanced students who have problems with grammar will also find 
the book useful. 


The book is not suitable for elementary learners. 


How the book is organised 

There are 145 units in the book. Each unit concentrates on a particular point of grammar. Some 
problems (for example, the present perfect or the use of the) are covered in more than one unit. Fora 
list of units, see the Contents at the beginning of the book. 


Each unit consists of two facing pages. On the left there are explanations and examples; on the right 
there are exercises. At the back of the book there is an Answer Key for you to check your answers to 
the exercises (page 336). 


There are also seven Appendices at the back of the book (pages 292-301). These include irregular 
verbs, Summaries of verb forms, spelling, and American English. 


Finally, there is a detailed /ndex at the back of the book (page 373). 


How to use the book 

The units are not in order of difficulty, so it is not intended that you work through the book from 
beginning to end. Every learner has different problems, and you should use this book to help you 
with the grammar that you find difficult. 


It is suggested that you work in this way: 


Use the Contents and/or Index to find which unit deals with the point you are interested in. 
If you are not sure which units you need to study, use the Study guide on page 326. 

Study the explanations and examples on the left-hand page of the unit you have chosen. 
Do the exercises on the right-hand page. 

Check your answers with the Key. 

If your answers are not correct, study the left-hand page again to see what went wrong.

You can, of course, use the book simply as a reference book without doing the exercises. 


Additional exercises 

At the back of the book there are Additional exercises (pages 302-325). These exercises bring together 
some of the grammar points from a number of different units. For example, Exercise 16 brings together 
grammar points from Units 26-36. You can use these exercises for extra practice after you have studied 
and practised the grammar in the units concerned.

To the teacher 


English Grammar in Use was written as a self-study grammar book, but teachers may also find it 
useful as additional course material in cases where further work on grammar iS necessary. 


The book will probably be most useful at middle- and upper-intermediate levels (where all or 

nearly all of the material will be relevant), and can serve both as a basis for revision and as a means 
for practising new structures. It will also be useful for some more advanced students who have 
problems with grammar and need a book for reference and practice. The book is not intended to be 
used by elementary learners. 


The units are organised in grammatical categories (Present and past, Articles and nouns, Prepositions 
etc.). They are not ordered according to level of difficulty, so the book should not be worked through 
from beginning to end. It should be used selectively and flexibly in accordance with the grammar 
syllabus being used and the difficulties students are having. 


The book can be used for immediate consolidation or for later revision or remedial work. It might 
be used by the whole class or by individual students needing extra help. The left-hand pages 
(explanations and examples) are written for the student to use individually, but they may of course 
be used by the teacher as a source of ideas and information on which to base a lesson. The student 
then has the left-hand page as a record of what has been taught and can refer to it in the future. 

The exercises can be done individually, in class or as homework. Alternatively (and additionally), 
individual students can be directed to study certain units of the book by themselves if they have 
particular difficulties not shared by other students in their class. Don’t forget the Additional exercises 
at the back of the book (see To the student).

This means: she is driving now, at the time of speaking. 
The action is not finished.

Sometimes the action is not happening at the time of speaking. For example: 


Steve is talking to a friend on the phone. He says:

Steve says ‘’m reading ..” but he is not reading the book at 
the time of speaking. 

He means that he has started reading the book, but has not 
finished it yet. He is in the middle of reading it. 


Some more examples:

(but perhaps she isn’t learning Italian at the time of speaking) 
~) Some friends of mine are building their own house. They hope to finish it next summer. 


You can use the present continuous with today / this week / this year etc. (periods around now): 
() A: You’re working hard today. (not You work hard today) 
B: Yes, | have a lot to do. 
_) The company | work for isn’t doing so well this year. 


We use the present continuous when we talk about a change that has started to happen. We often use 
these verbs in this way: 

getting, becoming changing, improving 

starting, beginning increasing, rising, falling, growing

() The population of the world is increasing very fast. (not increases)

Present continuous and present simple 2 
(lam doing and I do) 


We use continuous forms (I’m waiting, it’s raining etc.) for actions and happenings that have started but 
not finished. 

Some verbs (for example, know and like) are not normally used in this way. We don’t say ‘lam knowing’, 
‘they are liking. We say ‘| know’ ‘they like’ 


The following verbs are not normally used in the present continuous:

know realise understand recognise 


believe suppose remember mean

When think means ‘believe’ or ‘have an opinion, we do not use the continuous: 
() | think Mary is Canadian, but I’m not sure. (not |’m thinking)

When think means ‘consider’, the continuous Is possible: 
() I’m thinking about what happened. | often think about it. 
.) Nicky is thinking of giving up her job. (=she is considering it)

We normally use the present simple (not continuous) with see/hear/smell/taste: 
_) Doyou see that man over there? (not are you seeing) 
() Theroom smells. Let’s open a window. 
_.) This soup doesn’t taste very good. 


You can use the present simple or continuous to say how somebody looks or feels now: 
_) You look welltoday. or You’re looking well today. 
_) Howdo you feelnow? or Howare you feeling now?

You can say he’s being ..., you’re being ... etc. to say how somebody is behaving now: 
() I|can’t understand why he’s being so selfish. He isn’t usually like that. 
(being selfish = behaving selfishly now) 
() ‘The pathisicy. Don’tslip’ ‘Don’t worry. I’m being very careful? 


Compare: 
._) Henever thinks about other people. He’s very selfish. 
(= he is selfish generally, not only now) 
\) |don’t like to take risks. I’m avery careful person. 


We use am/is/are being to say how a person is behaving (= doing something they can control) now. 
It is not usually possible in other situations: 

() Samisill. (notis being ill) 

() Are youtired? (not are you being tired)

The present perfect (something has happened) is a present tense. It tells us about the situation now. 
‘Tom has lost his key’ = he doesn’t have his key now (see Unit 7). 


The past simple (something happened) tells us only about the past. If somebody says ‘Tom lost his key’, 
we don’t know whether he has the key now or not. We know only that he lost it at some time in the past. 


Compare present perfect and past simple: 
_) They’ve gone away. They'll be back on Friday. (they are away now) 
_) They went away, but | think they’re back at home now. (not They’ve gone away) 
_) Ithas stopped raining now, so we don’t need the umbrella. (it isn’t raining now)

You can use the present perfect for new or recent happenings:

We use can to say that something is possible or allowed, or that somebody has the ability to do 
something. We use can + infinitive (can do / can see etc.): 

(.) We can see the lake from our hotel. 

_) ‘Idon’thaveapen.’ ‘Youcan use mine. 

_) Can you speak any foreign languages? 

() |ean come and see you tomorrow if you like. 

() Theword ‘dream’ can be a noun ora verb. 





The negative is can’t (= cannot): 
_) I’m afraid | can’t come to the party on Friday. 


You can say that somebody ts able to do something, but can is more usual: 
|) Weare able to see the lake from our hotel. 





But can has only two forms: can (present) and could (past). So sometimes it is necessary to use 
(be) able to. Compare: 


() lean’tsleep. () |haven’t been able to sleep recently. 

() Tomcan come tomorrow. |) Tom might be able to come tomorrow. 

() Maria can speak French, Spanish and \) Applicants for the job must be able to 
English. speak two foreign languages. 


Sometimes could is the past of can. We use could especially with: 
see hear smell taste feel remember understand 
() Wehad a lovely room inthe hotel. We could see the lake. 


_) Assoonas|walked into the room, | could smell gas. 
_) Iwas sitting at the back of the theatre and couldn’t hear very well. 


We also use could to say that somebody had the ability to do something, or was allowed 
to do something: 

_) My grandfather could speak five languages. 

() Wewere totally free. We could do what we wanted. (=we were allowed to do) 


could and was able to 





We use could for general ability and with see, hear etc. : 
_) My grandfather could speak five languages. 
_) |could see them, but not very clearly. 


But to say that somebody succeeded in doing something in a specific situation, we normally 
use was/were able to or managed to (not could): 

_) The fire spread quickly, but everybody was able to escape. (not could escape) 

_) | didn’t know where Max was, but | managed to find him inthe end. (not could find) 


Compare: 
() Jack was an excellent tennis player when he was younger. He could beat anybody. 
(= he was good enough to beat anybody, he had the ability) 
but Jack and Andy played a match yesterday. Andy played well, but Jack managed to beat him. 
(= he succeeded in beating him this time) 


The negative couldn’t (could not) is possible in all situations: 
_) My grandfather couldn’t swim. 
~) |looked for Max everywhere, but! couldn’t find him. 
_) Andy played well, but he couldn’t beat Jack.

Sometimes could is the past of can (see Unit 26): 
_) Listen. |can hear something. (now) 
_) | listened. | could hear something. (past) 





But could is not always past. We also use could for possible actions now or in the future, especially to 
make suggestions. For example: 


|) A: What shall we do tonight? 
B: We could go to the cinema.

Can is also possible in these sentences (‘We can go to the 
cinema. etc.).

Something could have happened = it was possible, but did not happen: 
_) Why did you stay at a hotel? You could have stayed with me. 
() David was lucky. He could have hurt himself when he fell, but he’s all right. 


| couldn’t do something = it would not be possible: 
_) |couldn’t live ina big city. I'd hate it. (=it wouldn’t be possible for me) 
_) Everything is fine right now. Things couldn’t be better. 


For the past we use couldn’t have ... (= would not have been possible): 
_) We had a really good holiday. It couldn’t have been better. 


Note that ‘| couldn’t do something’ has two meanings: 
(1) | couldn’t = it would not be possible now, | would not be able: 

() |couldn’t run ten kilometres now. I’m not fit enough. (=! would not be able) 
(2) | couldn’t =| was not able (past) 

() |couldn’t run yesterday because I’d hurt my leg. (=| was not able)

() |haven’t decided where to go on holiday. | may go tolreland. (= perhaps | will go there) 
_) Take an umbrella with you. It might rain later. (= perhaps it will rain) 
() The bus isn’t always on time. We might have to wait a few minutes. 
(= perhaps we will have to wait) 





The negative forms are may not and might not (mightn’t):

() Don’t phone at 8.30. | might be watching the football on TV. (= perhaps ’ll be 
watching it) 





We also use may/might be -ing for possible plans. Compare: 
_) I’m going to Ireland soon. (forsure) 
_) | might be going (or! may be going) to Ireland soon. (possible)

You can also use -ing after suggest (What do you suggest doing?). See Unit 53. 


You can use should after some adjectives, especially: 
strange odd _ funny’ typical natural interesting surprised surprising 


_) It’s strange that he should be late. He’s usually on time. 
() |was surprised that he should say such a thing. 


You can say ‘if something should happen .... For example: 
_) We have no jobs at present, but if the situation should change, we will contact you. 


You can also begin with should (Should something happen ...): 
_) Should the situation change, we will contact you. 


This means the same as ‘If the situation changes, ...’. With should, the speaker feels that the 
possibility is smaller. 


You can use I should .../I shouldn’t ... to give advice. For example: 
_) ‘Shalll leave now? ‘No,I should wait a bit? (= | advise you to wait) 


Here, | should ...=‘l would ... if | were you’, ‘l advise you to... Two more examples: 
_) ‘?m going out now. Is it cold outside?’ ‘Yes, | should wear a coat. 
_) Ishouldn’t stay up too late. You have to be up early tomorrow.

I’d better do something = it is advisable to do it. If! don’t do it, there will be a problem or a danger: 


_) |have to meet Amy inten minutes. ’d better go now or|!'ll be late.

_) We’d better stop for petrol soon. The tank is almost empty. 





The negative is ?d better not (=! had better not):

Remember that: 


I’d better =I had better, you’d better = you had better etc.

Had is normally past, but we use had better for the present or future, not past.

We say ‘I’d better do’ (not to do).

vo had better and should 
Had better is similar to should but not exactly the same. We use had better only for a specific situation, 
not for things in general. You can use should in all types of situations to give an opinion or give advice: 
_) It’s late. You’d better go. or Youshould go. (a specific situation) 
() You’re always at home. You should go out more often. (in general — not ‘had better go’) 


Also, with had better, there is always a danger or a problem if you don't follow the advice. 
Should means only ‘it is a good thing to do’. Compare: 

\) {t’sagreatfilm. You should go and see it. (but no problem if you don’t) 

\) The film starts at 8.30. You’d better go now or you'll miss the beginning. 


it’s time ... 





You can say It’s time (for somebody) to ...: 
_) It’s time to go home. / It’s time for us to go home. 


But you can also Say: 
_) It’s late. It’s time we went home. 

When we use it’s time + past (‘it’s time we went’ etc.), the meaning is present, not past: 
_) It’s time they were here. Why are they so late? (not It’s time they are here) 


It’s time somebody did something = they should have already done it or started it. 
We often use this structure to criticise or to complain: 
_) This situation can’t continue. It’s time you did something about it. 
_) He’svery selfish. It’s time he realised that he isn’t the most important person in the world. 


You can also say It’s about time ...: 
_) Jackis a great talker, but it’s about time he did something instead of just talking.

We use would (’d) /wouldn’t when we imagine a situation or action (= we think of something that is 
not real): 
_) It would be nice to buy a new car, but we can’t afford it. 
_) I'd love to live by the sea. 
©) a: Shall! tell Chris what happened? 
B: No, | wouldn’t say anything. 
(=| wouldn’t say anything in your situation) 





We use would have (done) when we imagine something 
that didn’t happen in the past: 
() They helped usa lot. | don’t know what we’d have done without their help. 
(we’d have done = we would have done) 
_) It’s ashame you didn’t see the film. You would have liked it.

When we use a passive verb, we say what happens to the subject: 
_) ‘Howoldis this house? ‘It was built in 1981. 
(_) Two hundred people are employed by the company. 


When we use the passive, who or what causes the action is often unknown or unimportant: 
|) Alot of money was stolen in the robbery. (somebody stole it, but we don’t know who) 
_) Is this room cleaned every day? (does somebody clean it? - it’s not important who) 


If we want to say who does or what causes the action, we use by: 
_) This house was built by my grandfather. 
_) Two hundred people are employed by the company. 


The passive is be (is/was etc.) + past participle (done/cleaned/seen etc.): 
(be) done (be) cleaned (be) damaged (be) built (be) seen etc. 


The past participle often ends in -ed (cleaned/damaged etc.), but many important verbs are 
irregular (built/done/stolen etc.). See Appendix 1. 


Compare active and passive, present simple and past simple:

oes We do not always change the verb in reported speech. Ifthe situation /s still the same, it is not necessary to 
change the verb to the past. For example: 
\) direct — Paul said, ‘My new job is boring? 
reported Paul said that his new job is boring. 
(The situation is still the same. His job is still boring now.) 
_) direct Helen said, ‘I want to go to Canada next year. 
reported Helen told me that she wants to go to Canada next year. 
(Helen still wants to go to Canada next year.) 


You can also change the verb to the past: 
_) Paul said that his new job was boring. 
_) Helen told me that she wanted to go to Canada next year. 


But if the situation has changed or finished, you need to use a past verb. Compare: 
() Paul left the room suddenly. He said ‘Ihave to go. (direct speech) 
Paul left the room suddenly. He said (that) he had to go. (not has to go) 


You need to use the past in reported speech when 
what was Said is different from what is really true. 
For example: 


You met Rachel a few days ago. She said:

In questions beginning who/what/which/where, prepositions (in, for etc.) usually go at the end: 
_) Where are you from? () What was the weather like? 
_) Who do you want to speak to? \) Which job has Tina applied for? 


You can use preposition + whom in formal style: 
~) To whom do you wish to speak? 


isn’tit ...?/ didn’t you ...? etc. (negative questions) 


We use negative questions especially to show surprise: 

() Didn’t you hear the doorbell? | rang it three times. 
or when we expect the listener to agree with us: 

() ‘Haven’t we met before?’ ‘Yes, | think we have’ 


Note the meaning of yes and no in answers to negative questions: 
‘Yes. (= Yes, | want to go)

Sometimes we use a plural noun for one thing that has two parts. For example: 





trousers (two legs) pyjamas glasses binoculars scissors 
also jeans/tights/shorts/pants | (top and bottom) 





These words are plural, so they take a plural verb: 
() My trousers are too long. (not My trousers is) 


You can also use a pair of + these words: 
_) Those are nice jeans. or That's anice pair of jeans. (nota nice jeans) 
_) |need some new glasses. or | need anew pair of glasses. 


Some nouns end in -ics, but are not usually plural. For example: 
athletics gymnastics economics politics 
physics electronics maths (= mathematics) 


() Gymnastics is my favourite sport. (not Gymnastics are) 


News is not plural (see Unit 70B): 
_) |have some news for you. It’s good news! 


Some words that end in -s can be singular or plural. For example: 


means a means of transport many means of transport 
series a |V series two |\ series 
species a species of fish 200 species of fish 


Some singular nouns are often used with a plural verb. For example: 
audience committee company’ family firm government _— staff team 


These nouns are all groups of people. We often think of them as a number of people (= they), 
not as one thing (= it). So we often use a plural verb: 
_) The government (= they) have decided to increase taxes. 
_) The staff at the company (= they) are not happy with their working conditions. 
In the same way, we often use a plural verb after the name of a company or a sports team: 
_) Shell have increased the price of petrol. 
_) Italy are playing Brazil next Sunday (in a football match). 
You can also use a singular verb (The government wants .../ Shellhas ... etc.). 


We use a plural verb with police: 
_) The police are investigating the crime, but haven’t arrested anyone yet. 
(not The police is ... hasn’t) 
Note that we say a police officer / a policeman /a policewoman (nota police). 


We do not often use the plural of person (‘persons’). We normally use people (a plural word): 
_) He’saniceperson. but They arenice people. (not nice persons) 


_) Many people don’t have enough to eat. (not Many people doesn’t) 


We think of asum of money, a period of time, a distance etc. as one thing. So we use a singular verb: 
_) Fifty thousand pounds (= it) was stolen in the robbery. (not were stolen) 
_) Three years (= it) is along time to be without ajob. (not Three years are) 
_) Two miles isn’t very far to walk.

You can use two nouns together (noun + noun) to mean one thing/person/idea etc. : 
a bus driver income tax the city centre an apple tree 


The first noun is like an adjective. It tells us what kind of thing/person/idea etc. : 


a bus driver = the driver of a bus 
income tax = tax that you pay on your income 
the city centre = the centre of the city 


an apple tree = a tree that has apples 
a Paris hotel = a hotel in Paris 
my life story = the story of my life

There are no clear rules for this. If you are not sure, write two words. 


Note the difference between: 
a coffee cup (maybe empty) and a cup of coffee (= a cup with coffee in it) 
a shopping bag (maybe empty) and a bag of shopping (= a bag full of shopping) 


When we use noun + noun, the first noun is like an adjective. It is normally singular, but the 
meaning is often plural. 
For example: a car park is a place to park cars, an apple tree is a tree that has apples. 


In the same way we Say: 
a three-hour journey (=a journey that takes three hours) 
a ten-pound note (=a note with the value of ten pounds) 
a four-week course 
a six-mile walk 
two 14-year-old girls

In general we use some (a/so somebody/someone/something) in positive sentences and any 
(also anybody etc.) in negative sentences: 


some any 
_) We bought some flowers. () We didn’t buy any flowers. 
() He’s busy. He has some work to do. \) He’s lazy. He never does any work. 
_) There’s somebody at the door. \) There isn’t anybody at the door. 
_) |want something to eat. _) | don’t want anything to eat. 


We use any in the following sentences because the meaning is negative: 
_) Shewent out without any money. (she didn’t take any money with her) 
_) Herefused to eat anything. (he didn’t eat anything) 
_) It’s avery easy exam. Hardly anybody fails. (= almost nobody fails) 


We use both some and any in questions. We use some/somebody/something to talk about a person 
or thing that we know exists, or we think exists: 
_) Are you waiting for somebody? (| think you are waiting for somebody) 


We use some in questions when we ask for or offer things: 
_) Canlhave some sugar, please? (there is probably some sugar that | can have) 
_) Would you like something to eat? (there is something to eat) 


But in most questions, we use any. We do not know if the thing or person exists: 
() Doyou have any luggage? (maybe you do, maybe not) 
_) Is there anybody in the house? (maybe there is, maybe not) 


You can use if + any: 
() Let me know if you need anything. 
_) If anyone has any questions, |’ll be pleased to answer them. 


The following sentences have the idea of if: 
_) I’msorry for any trouble I’ve caused. (=if | have caused any trouble) 
_) The police want to speak to anyone who saw the accident. (=if there is anyone) 


We also use any with the meaning ‘it doesn’t matter which’:

We use no + noun (no bus, no shops etc.). 

no =notaornot any: 
~) Wehad to walk home. There was no bus. (= There wasn’t a bus.) 
_) Sarah will have no trouble finding a job. (= Sarah won’t have any trouble...) 
_) There were no shops open. (= There weren’t any shops open.) 


You can use no + noun at the beginning of a sentence: 
_) No reason was given for the change of plan. 


We use none without a noun: 

() ‘How much money do you have?” ‘None’ (=no money) 

_) Allthe tickets have been sold. There are none left. (=no tickets left) 
Orwe use none of ...: 

_) This money is all yours. None of it is mine. 


Compare no, none and any: 
_) |have no luggage. 
—) ‘How much luggage do you have?” ‘None. or ‘| don’t have any. 


After none of + plural (none of the students, none of them etc.) the verb can be singular or plural: 
_) None ofthe students were happy. or None ofthe students was happy.

We use much and little with uncountable nouns: 
much luck much time little energy little money 


We use many and few with plural nouns: 
many friends many people few cars few children 


We use a lot of /lots of / plenty of with both uncountable and plural nouns: 
a lot of luck lots of time plenty of money 
a lot of friends lots of people plenty of ideas 


plenty = more than enough: 
() There’s no need to hurry. We've got plenty of time. 
_) There’s plenty to do in this town. 


Much is unusual in positive sentences (especially in spoken English). Compare: 
() Wedidn’t spendmuch money. but Wespenta lot of money. 
_) Do you see David much? but |see David a lot. 

But we use too much /so much / as much in positive sentences: 
__) We spent too much money. 


We use many and a lot of in all kinds of sentences: 
() Many people drive too fast. or Alot of people drive too fast. 
~) Doyou know many people? or Doyou know a lot of people? 
_) There aren’t many tourists here. or There aren’ta lot of tourists here. 


Note that we say many years / many weeks / many days: 
() We've lived here for many years. (not usually a lot of years) 


little = not much, few = not many: 
() Gary is very busy with his job. He has little time for other things. 
(=not much time, less time than he would like) 
—) Vicky doesn’t like living in London. She has few friends there. 
(= not many friends, not as many as she would like) 


We often use very little and very few: 
_) Gary has very little time for other things. 
_) Vicky has very few friends in London. 


a little =some, a small amount: 
_) Let’s go and have coffee. We have a little time before the train leaves. 
(a little time = some time, enough time to have a coffee) 
_) ‘Doyou speak English?’ ‘A little’ (so we can talk a bit) 


a few =some, a small number: 
_) lenjoy my life here. | have a few friends and we meet quite often. 
(a few friends = not many, but enough to have a goad time) 
_) ‘When was the last time you saw Clare? ‘A few days ago. (=3 or 4 days ago) 


Compare little and a little, few and a few: 
_) Hespoke little English, so it was difficult to communicate with him. 
He spoke a little English, so we were able to communicate with him. 
_) She’s lucky. She has few problems. (= not many problems) 
Things are not going so well for her. She has a few problems. (=some problems) 


We say only a little (not only little) and only a few (not only few): 
() Hurry! We only havea little time. (= some, but not much time) 
_) The village was small. There were only a few houses. (=some but not many houses)

everybody/everyone/everything and all 





We Say: 
() Everybody washappy. or Everyone was happy. (not all were happy) 
_) He thinks he knows everything. (not knows all) 
_) Our holiday was a disaster. Everything went wrong. (not all went wrong) 
We do not often use all alone in this way. We do not say ‘all were happy’, ‘he knows all’ etc. 


We use all in the following ways: 


all + noun (all cars, all my money etc.) All my friends were happy. 
all of + us/you/them All of us were happy. 
we/you/they ... all... (See also Unit 110D) We were all happy. 


all about... 
all ...=the only thing(s) 


He knows all about computers. 


OO00O0O 


All ’ve eaten today is a banana. 
(= the only thing I’ve eaten today) 


oe whole and all 
Whole = complete, entire. We use whole mostly with singular nouns: 


_) Did you read the whole book? (= all the book, not just a part of it) 
_) Emily has lived her whole life in the same town. 
_) |wasso hungry, | ate a whole packet of biscuits. (= a complete packet) 


We do not normally use whole with uncountable nouns (water, food, money etc.). 
We Say: 

_) Did you spend all the money | gave you? (not the whole money) 

_) |read all the information carefully. (not the whole information) 


We use the/my/a etc. before whole. Compare whole and all: 
_) |readthe whole book. but | read all the information. 


oe every day /all day /the whole day 
We use every to say how often something happens (every day / every ten minutes etc.): 


() When we were on holiday, we went to the beach every day. (not all days) 
_) The bus service is excellent. There’s a bus every ten minutes. 
_) Wedon’t see each other very often - about every six months. 


All day or the whole day = the complete day from beginning to end: 

_) Wespentall day onthe beach. or Wespentthe whole day ... 

_) Danwasvery quiet. He didn’t say aword allevening. or ...the whole evening. 
Note that we say all day (not all the day), all week (not all the week) etc. 


Compare all the time and every time: 
_) They never go out. They are at home all the time. (= always, continuously) 
\) Every time | see you, you look different. (= each time, on every occasion) 


Every/everybody/everyone/everything are singular words, so we use a Singular verb: 
__) Every seat in the theatre was taken. 
_) Everybody has arrived. (not have arrived) 





But we use they/them/their after everybody/everyone: 
_) Everybody said they enjoyed themselves. (= everybody enjoyed himself or herself)

Adjectives like new/large/round/wooden are fact adjectives. They give us information about 
age, size, colour etc. 


Adjectives like nice/beautiful are opinion adjectives. They tell us what the speaker thinks of 
something or somebody. 
Opinion adjectives usually go before fact adjectives.

beautiful large round wooden table 





Sometimes we use two or more fact adjectives together. Usually (not always) we put fact adjectives 
in this order:

This does not usually happen with other adjectives before a noun: 
along black dress (nota long and black dress) 


We use adjectives after be/get/become/seem: 
_) Be careful! 
_) I’m tired and |’m getting hungry. 
_) Asthe film went on, it became more and more boring. 
_) Your friend seems very nice. 


We also use adjectives to say how somebody/something looks, feels, sounds, tastes or smells: 
_) You look tired. /| feel tired. / She sounds tired. 
_) Thedinnersmells good. 
_) This tea tastes a bit strange. 


But to say how somebody does something you must use an adverb (see Units 100-101): 
|) Drive carefully! (not Drive careful) 
() Suzanne plays the piano very well. (not plays ... very good)

Good is an adjective. The adverb is well: 
\) Your English is good. but You speak English well. 
_) Sophieis a good pianist. but Sophie plays the piano well. 


We use well (not good) with past participles (known/educated etc.). For example: 
well-known well-educated well-paid well-behaved 
_) Sophie’s father is a well-known writer. 


Well is also an adjective meaning ‘in good health’: 
_) ‘Howare you today?’ ‘I’m very well, thanks’ 
fast, hard and late 


These words are both adjectives and adverbs:

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quite, pretty, rather and fairly 


Quite and pretty are similar in meaning (= less than ‘very’, but more than ‘a little’): 
_) I’m surprised you haven’t heard of her. She’s quite famous. or She’s pretty famous. 
(= less than ‘very famous’, but more than “a little famous’) 
_) Anna lives quite near me, so we see each other pretty often. 
Pretty is an informal word and is used mainly in spoken English. 


Quite goes before a/an: 
_) Welive in quite an old house. (nota quite old house) 
Compare: 
() Sarah has quite a good job. 
Sarah has a pretty good job. 


You can also use quite (but not pretty) in the following ways: 
quite a/an + noun (without an adjective): 
_) | didn’t expect to see them. It was quite a surprise. (= quite a big surprise) 
quite a lot (of .. .): 
_) There were quite a lot of guests at the wedding. 
quite + verb, especially like and enjoy: 
() | quite like tennis, but it’s not my favourite sport. 


Rather is similar to quite and pretty. We often use rather for negative ideas (things we think are not 
good): 

_) The weather isn’t so good. It’s rather cloudy. 

_) Paulis rather shy. He doesn’t talk very much. 
Quite is also possible in these examples. 


When we use rather for positive ideas (good/nice etc.), it means ‘unusually’ or ‘surprisingly’: 
_) These oranges are rather good. Where did you get them? 


Fairly is weaker than quite/rather/pretty. For example, if something is fairly good, it is not very 
good and it could be better: 

_) My room is fairly big, but I’d prefer a bigger one. 

() Wesee each other fairly often, but not as often as we used to. 


Quite also means ‘completely. For example: 
() ‘Areyousure? ‘Yes, quite sure. (= completely sure) 


Quite means ‘completely’ with a number of adjectives, especially: 


sure right true clear different incredible amazing 
certain wrong safe obvious unnecessary extraordinary impossible 


_) Shewas quite different from what | expected. (= completely different) 
_) Everything they said was quite true. (=completely true) 


We also use quite (= completely) with some verbs. For example: 
_) | quite agree with you. (=| completely agree) 


not quite = not completely: 
_) | don’t quite understand what you mean. 
_) ‘Are you ready yet? ‘Not quite’ (=not completely) 


Compare the two meanings of quite: 
_) Thestory is quite interesting. (= less than ‘very interesting’) 
_) Thestory is quite true. (= completely true)

Longest and most enjoyable are superlative forms. 


The superlative form is -est or most... . In general, we use -est for short words and most ... for 
longer words. 


long — longest hot > hottest easy — easiest hard —> hardest 
but most famous most boring most enjoyable most difficult 


A few superlative forms are irregular: 
good > best bad + worst far — furthest o farthest 


The rules are the same as those for the comparative — see Unit 105. 
For spelling, see Appendix 6.

For a period of time (day, year etc.), we normally use of: 
_) Yesterday was the hottest day of the year. 
_) What was the happiest day of your life? 


We often use the present perfect (| have done) after a superlative (see also Unit 8A): 
_) What’s the most important decision you’ve ever made? 
_) That was the best holiday I’ve had for a long time.

Some adverbs (for example, always, also, probably) go with the verb in the middle of a sentence: 
__) Emily always drives to work. 
_) We were feeling very tired and we were also hungry. 
_) The meeting will probably be cancelled. 


If the verb is one word (drives/cooked etc.), the adverb goes before the verb: 





adverb verb 
always drives’ towork. 


almost fell as | was going down the stairs. 





_) |cleaned the house and also cooked the dinner. (not cooked also) 
_) Laura hardly ever watches television and rarely reads newspapers. 
_) ‘Shall! give you my address?’ ‘No, | already have it. 


Note that these adverbs (always/usually/also etc.) go before have to ...: 
_) Joe never phones me. | always have to phone him. (not! have always to phone) 


But adverbs go a/teram/is/are/was/were: 
_) We were feeling very tired and we were also hungry. (not also were) 
() You’re always late. You’re never on time. 
_) The traffic isn’t usually as bad as it was this morning. 


If the verb is two or more words (for example, can remember / will be cancelled), the adverb 
usually goes after the first verb (can/doesn’t/will etc.):

() It’s ten o’clock and Joe is still in bed. 
(_) When! went to bed, Chris was still working. 
_) Doyou still want to go away or have you changed your mind? 


Still also means ‘in spite of this? For example: 
_) Hehas everything he needs, but he’s still unhappy. 


Still Usually goes in the middle of the sentence with the verb. See Unit 110. 


We use not... any more or not ... any longer to say that a situation has changed. 
Any more and any longer go at the end of a sentence: 
_) Lucy doesn’t work here any more. She left last month. or 
Lucy doesn’t work here any longer. 
_) Weused to be good friends, but we aren’t any more. or ...wearen’t any longer. 
You can write any more (2 words) or anymore (1 word). 


You can also use no longer. No longer goes in the middle of the sentence: 
_) Lucy no longer works here. 

We do not normally use no more in this way: 
(_) Weareno longer friends. (not we are no more friends) 


Compare still and not ... any more: 
\) Sally still works here, but Lucy doesn’t work here any more. 


We use yet mainly in negative sentences (He isn’t here yet) and questions (Is he here yet?). 
Yet (= until now) shows that the speaker expects something to happen. 


Yet usually goes at the end of a sentence: 
() It’s 10 o'clock and Joe isn’t here yet. 
__) Have you decided what to do yet? 
_) ‘Where are you going on holiday?) ‘We don’t know yet. 
We often use yet with the present perfect (‘Have you decided ... yet?’). See Unit 7C. 


Compare yet and still: 
_) Mike lost his job six months ago and is still unemployed. 
Mike lost his job six months ago and hasn’t found another job yet. 
©) Is it still raining? 
Has it stopped raining yet? 


Still is also possible in negative sentences (before the negative): 
() She said she would be here an hour ago and she still hasn’t come. 
This is similar to ‘she hasn’t come yet’. But still... not shows a stronger feeling of surprise or 
iniealleneen ©@nmieane 
\) |sent him an invitation last week. He hasn’t replied yet. (but | expect he will reply soon) 
_) |sent him an invitation weeks ago and he still hasn’t replied. (he should have replied 
before now) 


We use already to say that something happened sooner than expected. 
_) ‘Whattime is Sue leaving?’ ‘She has already left” (=sooner than you expected) 
~) Shall | tell Joe what happened or does he already know? 
—) [ve just had lunch and I’m already hungry. 


Already usually goes in the middle of a sentence (see Unit 110) or at the end: 
_) She’s already left. or She’s left already.

We use even to say that something is unusual 
or surprising. It is not usual to have a television 
in the bathroom.

(_) He always wears a coat, even in hot weather. 
\) The print was very small. | couldn’t read it, even with glasses. 
_) Nobody would help her, not even her best friend. or 
Not even her best friend would help her. 


You can use even with the verb in the middle of a sentence (see Unit 110): 
\) Laura has travelled all over the world. She’s even been to the Antarctic. 
_) They are very rich. They even have their own private jet. 


You can use even with a negative (not even, can’t even, don’t even etc.):

even though / even when / even if 


We use even though / even when / even if + subject + verb: 
() Even though Tina can’t drive, she has a car. 


subject + verb

_) This riveris dangerous. It’s dangerous to swim in it, even if you’re a strong swimmer. 


We do not use even + subject + verb. We Say: 
_) Even though she can’t drive, she has a car. (not even she can’t drive)

Compare even if and even (without if): 
_) It’s dangerous to swim here even if you’re a strong swimmer. (not even you are) 
_) The river is dangerous, even for strong swimmers. 


Compare even if and if:

We’re going even if the weather is bad.

We say at the station / at the airport:

We normally use in with cities, towns and villages: 
_.) TheLouvre is a famous art museum in Paris. (not at Paris) 
\) Sam’s parents live in a village in the south of France. (not at a village) 


We use at when we think of the place as a point or station on a journey: 
() Does this train stop at Oxford? (= at Oxford station)

We use by ... to say how somebody travels. For example, you can travel: 
by car bytrain byplane byboat byship bybus_ by bike etc. 
() Jess usually goes to work by bus / by bike / by car. 


We do not use by if we say my car / the train / a taxi etc. We say: 
bycar but inmycar (not by my car) 
by train but onthe train (not by the train) 


We use in for cars and taxis: 

() They didn’t come in their car. They cameina taxi. 
We use on for bikes and public transport (buses, trains etc.): 

|) Wetravelled on the 6.45 train, which arrived at 8.30. 


Note that we usually say on foot (not usually by foot): 
~) Did you come here by car or on foot? 


We also use by to say how we do other things. For example, you can: 
send something by post pay by card / by cheque do something by hand 
_) Can|pay by credit card? 

But note that we say pay cash or pay in cash (not usually by cash). 


We say that ‘something is done by ...’ (passive): 
_) Have you ever been bitten by a dog? 
_) The programme was watched by millions of people. 


Compare by and with: 
.) The door must have been opened with a key. (not by a key) 
(= somebody used a key to open it) 
_) The door must have been opened by somebody with a key. 


We say: a play by Shakespeare, a painting by Rembrandt, a novel by Tolstoy etc. 
() Have you read any poems by Shakespeare? 
() ‘Whois this painting by? Picasso?’ ‘| have no idea.
